The Saturday before last, a group 
of activists and advocates led by the in- 
domitable drag queen Juanita MORE! 
gathered in the Castro for what has been 
described as a funeral march. The hun- 
dred or so people who traipsed as sol- 
emnly as they were able on that Leap 
Year Day did so not to honor the life of a 
person, but the neighborhood itself. 

It is in an advanced state of decay, 
perhaps the city’s densest concentra- 
tion of vacant storefronts. 


The emergency demands leadership 
with flourishes of symbolic resonance, 
perfect for a regal drag performer 
summoning her followers to Harvey 
Milk Plaza on a Saturday afternoon. 
So, for 90 minutes, MORE! and compa- 
ny placed black wreaths on lost queer 
spaces (like The Pendulum, a long-gone 
bar for the Black queer community) or 
rainbow wreaths on businesses that 
have endured (like the decades-old 
queer bar Twin Peaks). Addresses that 
used to house important places, like 
489 Castro St. — once home to the 


Real Men. 
Real Hookups. 
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LGBTQ bookstore A Different Light 
and now home to queer-friendly Dog- 
Eared Books — received both types. 
Elected officials, philanthropists, 
veterans of the HIV/AIDS crisis years, 
and small-business owners all turned 
out. Although participants were by and 
large chatty and someone dressed in 
a furry costume modeled on Juanita’s 
French bulldog Jackson, it was a large- 
ly somber affair. That’s no surprise: 
In the last year alone, numerous busi- 
nesses have shuttered forever, from 
fire victim QBar to the sculptural floral 





arranger IXIA, along with a wealth of 
Castro restaurants, like Finn Town, 
Beso, Eureka, Firewood Cafe, Papi 
Rico, Izakaya Sushi Ran, Tacos Club, 
and even Cafe Flore. Unionmade, an 
upscale boutique on 17th and Sanchez 
streets, also closed — and not for 
nothing, but one of its exterior facades 
has one of the city’s several murals of 
Juanita MORE! 

Not since the film Arrival brought 
the phrase “Abbott is death process” 
to our attention has the idea of some- 
thing in a perpetual state of dying 
felt like this. This march built on a 
similar gesture MORE! undertook last 
year along Polk Gulch, once the city’s 
gayborhood, after the closure of The 
Gangway and Diva’s. As she wrote at 
the time, there were once 79 queer 
establishments along Polk Street, and 
she got kicked out of every one. 

But in the case of the Castro, 
people have gotten tetchy about all 
the dysfunction. Just weeks before 
the restaurant closed last summer, a 
rainbow-painted rock outside Izakaya 
Sushi Ran went viral as an example 
of “pinkwashed” hostile architecture, 
intended to deter unhoused folks from 
finding a sheltered nook to sleep in. 
That turned out not to be the case. 

But the “March to Remember and 
Reignite Hope” wasn’t a weepy com- 
pendium of everything that’s gone; 
it was about concrete solutions to 
a material, solvable problem. Those 
solutions include lower rents or forms 
of city assistance, less avaricious busi- 
ness models, and a renewed commu- 
nity spirit that doesn’t write off the 
neighborhood as a dinosaur fated to 
die away. A demonstration of collec- 
tive personal investment is a potent 
weapon. 


More specifically, those solutions 
include the vacancy tax that San Fran- 
cisco approved in the form of Prop- 
osition D — something you'd think 
would be a no-brainer, but the Bay Area 
Reporter, a LGBTQ alt-weekly, came 
out against it but without suggesting 
alternatives. A sense that the Castro’s 
current leadership has grown brittle, 
circling the wagons against newcom- 
ers, is palpable. 

Still, even among people too young 
to have known Harvey Milk personally, 
a few people dressed in mourning garb, 
including the documentary filmmaker 
Leo Herrera (The Fathers Project). How 
much more energized does San Fran- 
cisco’s queer community need to be to 
stanch the bleeding? Well, the march 
ended at Lookout, a second-story bar 
that proudly displays a placard toting 
up the $1.5 million it has raised over 
the years and which hosts the Disco 
Coalition, a regular meetup of nightlife 
pros who gather to honor the heroes 
and sheroes in their midst. So that’s a 
tourniquet of sorts right there. 

As Shannon Amitin, my colleague at 
San Francisco Pride and a newly elect- 
ed board member with the forthcom- 
ing Castro Cultural District, observed, 
the flower shop IXIA was known for its 
“unexpected and sometimes strange” 
designs. That is exactly what turned 
out on Saturday.

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Despite 
coronavirus 
concerns, Mat 
Theatr

In the midst of the coronavirus 
pandemic, Magic Theatre was packed to 
the brim at the world premiere of Don’t 
Eat the Mangoes. Few seemed concerned 
about recommendations for “social dis- 
tancing,’ mingling with drinks in hand, 
excited for the show. 

This era is inherently paradoxical: 
Local arts venues haven't been doing 
well, with factors like gentrification 
threatening their very survival. But 
theaters, film festivals, and concert 
halls are all part of an economy that 
requires the exact opposite of what 
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health officials are recommending 
during a global pandemic: full audi- 
ences, with patrons generally seated in 
close proximity. 

Last week, Mayor London Breed 
ordered city-owned venues like the 
Bill Graham Civic Auditorium, Davies 
Symphony Hall, and the War Memorial 
Opera House to cancel large gatherings 
until March 20, and, along with the 
San Francisco Department of Public 
Health, urged residents to reconsider 
holding or attending large gatherings. 
But other local arts venues are still try- 
ing to figure out their next steps. 

“We are all pulling together and 
responding and being nimble and 
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reacting in the moment,” Jennifer 
Bielstein, the executive director at the 
American Conservatory Theater, says. 
“It’s certainly unprecedented for us to 
navigate.” 

Bielstein says that the A.C.T. feels a 
financial strain already. 

“There’s already increased expense 
and loss in revenue,” Bielstein says. 
Increased cleanings and sanitizations 
are just a few of the new expenses the 
A.C.T. has to account for, along with a 
slowdown in ticket purchases. “We’re 
figuring that out, but our primary con- 
cern has been to minimize the spread 
of germs.” 

Ticket purchase slowdowns haven't 
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been the case for all arts venues. For 
example, it’s still business as usual 
for Magic Theatre — albeit with more 
hand-sanitizer stations and frequent 
cleanings (twice a day). 

“We haven’t seen much of an im- 
pact — not in terms of attendance,” 
Kevin Nelson, Magic Theatre’s interim 
managing director, says. “We've had a 
couple of people call us and cancel, but 
that’s totally understandable. But we’re 
still getting walk-ups and ticket sales 
are in line with what we expect.” 

Like the A.C.T. and other venues, 
Magic Theatre is monitoring the situa- 
tion to make its next move. 

“We're playing a little bit of a wait-

ing game to see what happens,” Nelson 
says. But as people continue to come 
we certainly continue to have shows.” 

Magic Theatre is just one of multi- 
ple arts spaces that — for the moment 
— are still continuing their scheduled 
programming. Reading through the 
coronavirus-related press releases 
from venues and festivals (like the 
Masonic, Feinstein’s at the Nikko, 
the San Francisco Film Festival, the 
San Francisco Silent Film Festival, 
BottleRock, Alonzo King Lines Ballet, 
Magic Theatre, Bay Area Musicals, etc.) 
is like reading a copy-and-paste job. 
Many have been emphasizing health 
and safety as an important priority. 

Several have also emphasized how 
much of the responsibility also lies 
with audience members themselves. 
Stay at home if you're feeling sick, 
they say, and wash your hands. If 
you re part of a vulnerable population, 
consider staying at home too. Venues 
like Magic Theatre and the A.C.T. have 
been offering flexible ticket returns or 
exchanges. 

“People know if they’re not feeling 
well, they know not to come to ven- 
ues. That message is loud and clear,” 
Randy Taradash, general manager at 
Feinstein’s, says. “I don’t think anyone 
is not smart enough to recognize their 
own self worth and the worth of those 
around them.” 

Feinstein’s, like the A.C.T. and 
Magic Theatre, has been measuring au- 
dience reactions too while figuring out 
whether or not to cancel shows. And at 
Feinstein’s, the general response has 
been, “The show must go on.” 

“We've seen a call from patrons 
making sure we remain a place where 
they can come and have an escape 
from the outside world for a few mo- 
ments of their day,” Taradash says, 
emphasizing a need for “a place to hear 
great music, a place where we can com- 
mune with one another, making sure 
we do it safely.”

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Vape Scare 

and Black 
Market Creates 
Confusing Mess 
for Consumers

Four Californians and dozens of 
Americans nationwide have died of a va- 
ping-related illness since last August. 
The illness, formally named EVALI 
(E-cigarette or Vaping Product Use-Re- 
lated Lung Injury), has been connected 
to a cutting agent called vitamin E ace- 
tate, used to fill illicit vaping products at 
a lower cost. However, the CDC has re- 
sisted ruling out other chemicals, some 
of which are allowed on the regulated 
market, as playing a possible role. 

As a consumer, it’s understandable 


to be scared about whether vaping is 
safe, but Californians may at least feel 
a little relieved to know that evidence 
points to EVALI being a black market 
problem in our state. 

“We can say with certainty that 
none of the vaping-related illnesses 
in California have been traced back to 
the legal cannabis market,” says Aaron 
Francis, public affairs analyst for the 
Department of Consumer Affairs. He 
adds that all regulated cannabis prod- 
ucts pass through “regulatory testing 
for more than 60 types of pesticides 
and chemicals.” 

For consumers looking for safer 
cannabis vaping products, it’s crucial to 
know products have passed these tests. 
Yet not every brick-and-mortar store 
or online delivery service is operating 
within the regulated market. A known 
brand name might not be a good indi- 
cator of safety, either; some cannabis 
brands have been found to operate in 
both the regulated and illicit markets, 
and homemade vapes with counterfeit 
packaging circulate as well. 

“If the brand’s got one foot in the 
regulated market and one foot out, 
they’re likely not going to go through 
all of the rigid testing requirements,” 
says Island Cannabis Co. president 
Brandon Mills, who says Island has 
never engaged in illicit sales. 

The Cannabis Advisory Committee

says as much as 80 percent of Cali- 
fornia cannabis sales still occur on 
the black market. In certain counties, 
particularly Los Angeles, unlicensed 
dispensaries are nearly three times as 
common as licensed dispensaries. 

Because of the propagation of 
unlicensed retailers, the California 
Bureau of Cannabis Control (BCC) has 
been recommending licensed retailers 
display a QR code that consumers can 
scan to certify the store’s legitimacy 
at CApotcheck.com. On Jan. 23, the 
BCC announced plans to make that 
regulation mandatory in the coming 
weeks. Most licensed brands have been 
releasing similar legitimacy checks as 
well, using either QR codes or more 
advanced custom apps. 

Health risks with vaping don’t stop 
at EVALI, however, and many chemi- 
cals and oils permitted in the regulated 
market have undetermined health 
risks. “All oils need to be studied, 
because with some of the chemistry 
we need to be able to tell how they 
interact with the cells in the airways,” 
says Nick Kenyon, division chief of 
the pulmonary, critical care, and sleep 
medicine program at the UC Davis 
Department of Internal Medicine. He 
leads a research group studying what’s 
exhaled in the breath of vape users and 
has treated a patient with EVALI. He 
says that because of the large variety 
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of ingredients in vape cartridges, it’s 
been difficult for researchers to assess 
vaping risks as a whole. 

“Additive free” products have the 
shortest ingredient lists, and many 
brands have highlighted the phrase in 
their marketing materials, press releas- 
es, and packaging. The term doesn’t 
only mean the vapor cartridge is free 
of vitamin E acetate. It also means it 
doesn’t contain coconut MCT oil, pro- 
pylene glycol, or other cutting agents 
still permitted in products regulated by 
the BCC, but with untested long-term 
effects. 

“I more felt bad for the consumers, 
because I know that it created a lot of 
confusion,” says Stephanie Beck, direc- 
tor of sales at the cannabis concentrate 
company Beezle, in reference to the 
recent EVALI scare. After receiving an 
influx of questions from worried dis- 
pensaries and consumers online, Bee- 
zle released a statement to all retailers 
they work with reiterating that their 
vape cartridges are filled with exclu- 
sively cannabis ingredients. 

For consumers looking for more 
information, most industry employees 
admit finding information can be dif- 
ficult. “Unless you have an ‘in’ or know 
somebody who recommends a source, 
it’s really hard to come across good 
information,” says Chris Garcia, buyer 
for education-focused Berkeley dispen- 


sary Hi-Fidelity. 

For beginner consumers, he recom- 
mends the website Leafly, which, de- 
spite often providing inaccurate canna- 
bis strain information, regularly posts 
dependable content for consumers 
with a limited lexicon on the blog page 
“Cannabis 101.” He also recommends 
researching the brands themselves. 

For the large majority of casual 
consumers, it’s most important to go 
to a regulated dispensary with employ- 
ees who are well-educated about the 
store’s inventory. “Anything that’s in 
this store I will show you the COA for,” 
says Chris Garcia, referring to the ‘Cer- 
tificate of Analysis’ document which 
details the ingredients and test results 
for any regulated cannabis product in 
the state. 

This gesture, he says, is something 
any legitimate store or brand should be 
willing to do, especially after the fall’s 
vaping crisis. Legion of Bloom co-founder 
and marketing director Troy Meadows, in 
fact, echoes a sentiment shared by many 
reputable companies that the crisis has 
given them an “opportunity to address” 
customer concerns. “Purchasing from the 
regulated market means that you're buy- 
ing into transparency,’ says Meadows. 

In summary, Stephanie Beck urges 
consumers to keep learning: “Just don’t 
be afraid to ask stupid questions.”

In a segment of David Mitchell’s 
Cloud Atlas set in a futuristic Seoul, a 
“fabricant” named Sonmi-451 works 19- 
hour days in a franchised restaurant 
called Papa Song’s. Sonmi is an enslaved 
figure, never allowed to experience sun- 
light, but gradually becoming aware that 
there might be more out there beyond 
six corporate catechisms like “Honor thy 
customer.” 

Putting aside the dystopian sci-fi 
element, these novelistic flourishes are 
almost absurdly complex. The highly 
plausible future in which low-wage 
jobs for humans are automated out of 
existence — or, like the neo-automat 
chain Eatsa, banished behind a wall of 
screens and cubbies — won't require 
oppressed devotees of a rigidly codi- 
fied religion to sustain it. But it might 
involve the continued transformation 
of dining from a set of shared rituals 
in dedicated spaces to a zone of deper- 
sonalized optimization. 

San Francisco lost more than 400 
restaurants in 2019, victims of high 


rents and often onerous bureaucracy. 
But the more shadowy culprit may 

be the twin advent of two similar 
phenomena, virtual restaurants and 
ghost kitchens. Virtual restaurants 
are delivery-only brands that operate 
out of existing restaurant kitchens, 

as Top Round Roast Beef does with 
three offshoots inside its 24th Street 
eatery, while the comparatively Wild 
West-ish ghost kitchens lack any din- 
er-facing component at all. If you were 
teleported inside one, you probably 
wouldn’t know you weren't in a stan- 
dard restaurant at all; food is prepared 
in these places much the same way as 
in any other facility, using the same 
equipment. 

All these disruptors would be at 
worst a trivial nuisance if it weren't for 
the clash of the delivery titans battling 
for smartphone dominance and on 
whom they depend. GrubHub, Uber 
Eats, Doordash, and the others have 
seen a steady yet tumultuous rise, with 
the giants seemingly poised to consol- 
idate or implode. GrubHub absorbed 
Seamless seven years ago, but the two 
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continue to coexist within the same 
company. DoorDash bought Caviar 
from Square last August and filed pa- 
perwork for an IPO earlier this year, 
while UberEats lost nearly half a billion 
dollars in a quarter (and, later, its 
CEO). Cutthroat competition breeds 
its own collaborative efforts, though, 
as DoorDash, Lyft, Postmates, and In- 
stacart lobbied against the gig-worker 
protection legislation known as AB 5, 
and sued — so far unsuccessfully — to 
halt its implementation. 

Even if they vanquish a pro-labor 
law, the future could be shaky. Un- 
authorized deliveries have long been 
common, as In-N-Out sued DoorDash 
years ago. Sometimes, though, they 
metastasize into outright scams. Last 
month, the one-Michelin-star restau- 
rant Kin Khao reported that a copycat 
called Happy Khao Thai, operating out 
of a non-retail storefront on Mission 
Street, had exploited a vulnerability in 
GrubHub’s platform that allowed it to 
flourish for as long as it took for Kin 
Khao chef-owner Pim Techamuanvivit 
to get a startling phone call innocently

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inquiring about delivery. 

GrubHub is no victim here; the 
company bought thousands of urls 
that sound like its partner restaurants 
in order to facilitate deception. But 
even the more honest, labor-saving 
alternatives to the fast-casual revolu- 
tion have not always prospered. Along 
the way, the humbler Eatsa folded, 
rebranding as a digital platform called 
Brightloom. At every level, the field is 
in flux, and unlike Sonmi-451 hoping 
to ascend to perpetual vacation once 
she puts in her time at Papa Song’s, it 
lacks any semblance of an individual 
protagonist. 


Running Rogue 

Even by the standards of anonymous 
South of Market alleys, Morris Street is 
an ugly and nondescript corridor. Practi- 
cally in the shadow of that iconic Co- 
ca-Cola sign, it runs for a block and a half 
before dead-ending, and there aren't 
many residential structures. But 60 Mor- 
ris St., just north of Bryant and south of 
Interstate 80, is anode of commercial ac- 


tivity. 
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It’s part of Cloud Kitchen, the de- 
livery-only location for newish brands 
that “reimagine fast food” like Starbird 
Chicken alongside more established 
entities like Little Star Pizza. Cloud 
Kitchen’s facility is a ghost kitchen — 
or maybe a GrubHub-hub — and an 
endeavor by disgraced former Uber 
CEO Travis Kalanick, who now has 
$400 million in foreign investment. If 
it sounds as though it’s as guarded and 
high-tech as an Amazon Fulfillment 
Center, it’s not. Anyone can walk right 
in and peer at pints of Humphry Slo- 
combe ice cream in a reach-in freezer 
as orders for non-corporeal brands like 
Zoodle * go out the door. 

A curiosity for Redditors, it’s also 
a utilitarian operation with taped- 
up signs and the general vibe of a 
small-metro Greyhound station. 

Measured against lagoons of hog 
feces or warehouses full of caged 
chickens, 60 Morris is not titanically 
unsanitary, but clean freaks won't 
like the use of numbered lockers from 
which couriers whose vehicles are 
illegally parked outside pick up their 
next orders. Ask anyone who’s under- 
gone a food-handling certification, 
and they’ll tell you about the “danger 
zone between 40 and 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit in which unwanted bacteria 
tends to thrive. Whoever runs these 
climate-control-free lockers needs to 
call Kenny Loggins. 

This is an area of Central SoMa 
that’s destined for significant redevel- 
opment in the years to come. It’s inside 
the boundaries of the Western SoMa 
Community Plan Area as well as the 
Filipino-led historic district SOMA Pil- 
ipinas, so it’s odd that 60 Morris seems 
to operate so brazenly. But the siting 
is no accident, since Bryant Street is a 
four-lane thoroughfare with freeway 
onramps and easy access to the tech of- 
fice-heavy environs of SoMa as well as 
Downtown proper, while in the other 
direction you can zip down Harrison 
Street to the Mission. Lunch for 10 
people can get from A to B in as many 
minutes, although it does seem strange 
for an offshoot of the industry that 
obliterated boundaries of time and 
space to be so dependent on location. 

Further regulation seems inevita- 
ble, because the discontent comes from 
all quarters. Green-eyeshade-wearing 
restaurateurs have thin margins to 
worry about, while labor activists pro- 
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test drivers’ low wages and people who 
can afford to take in the bigger picture 
worry about neighborhood vitality if 
San Francisco’s thousands of restau- 
rants become food warehouses with 
cute websites, as Supervisor Asha Safai 
characterized them to Eater SF. 

In response to the sidewalk-robot 
phenomenon, San Francisco created 
an Office of Emerging Technology that 
launched in January — albeit under 
the aegis of the beleaguered Depart- 
ment of Public Works. With a Public 
Safety and Neighborhood Services 
Committee hearing on virtual restau- 
rants set for Thursday, March 12, S.F’s 
Board of Supervisors will tackle the is- 
sue, following in the footsteps of New 
York’s City Council, which may soon 
force GrubHub and its ilk to report 
their commission structures to users. 
The office of Supervisor Matt Haney 
declined to comment on the record, 
citing pending legislation, but over- 
sight feels all but certain. 


Hard to holdout 

Pizza and Cantonese food are the quint- 
essential delivery items. Burgers are 
arguably just as American if not more so, 
but almost no one has them schlepped to 
their house because nobody likes a soggy 
bun or once-crispy fries that have been 
In-N-Out-ified. In light of this, not all 
restaurateurs seem keen on the idea of 
augmenting profits through delivery. 

“Tm trying to create an experience, 
and coming into the restaurant, I can 
control so much more,’ says Adam 
Mesnick, the highly opinionated 
founder of SoMa sandwich shop Deli 
Board. “It’s about how you value your 
food, or what your place is in the food 
industry. I don’t see my place being a 
faceless, nameless place. I’m not will- 
ing to sacrifice that.” 

Deli Board started as a catering 
business, delivering sandwiches from 
a commissary kitchen, so Mesnick has 
experience with permitting, whole- 
sale-performance rules, and the like. 
Consequently, he’s skeptical that work- 
ing with delivery services amounts 
to much more than a new avenue of 
advertising for him. 

“T’ve been offered every deal,” he 
sighs. Sarcastically ventriloquizing the 
sweet-talkers, he adds, “My business 
would grow in a bunch of different 
directions!” 

But the audience for his meaty 
sandwiches is limited, he concluded. 
And those companies routinely take a 
sizable cut, making them just another 
intermediary, another layer, and an- 
other problem. 

“T never heard of a deal with Caviar 
that’s less than 20 percent — maybe 
17 percent,” he says. “My margins 
don’t make enough, and my rent’s 
reasonable. I don’t see how anybody 
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thinks it makes sense. ... | have enough 
trouble just pushing food out in one 
direction.” 

Still, the world wants delivery, 
Mesnick says. People got connected 
by iPhones, so there’s a greater con- 
nection between food and people and 
ordering. But even though giants like 
McDonald’s have partnered with Post- 
mates, it may be possible to do some 
things internally. 

Charles Bililies, founder of the 
Greek fast-casual chain Souvla, opened 
his first virtual restaurant (and fifth 
location overall) last September. He 
took that step because of what he calls 
a “champagne problem”: The other 
restaurants were doing too much 
delivery business. So they reallocated 
space at their Sixth Street commissary, 
which otherwise centralizes the pro- 
duction of menu items like soup. That 
enabled much-higher delivery caps 
that Souvla would otherwise have had 
to turn down for fear of throwing off 
the neighborhood-centric restaurants 
all day, and it still serves everything 
you can get at any other Souvla. 

“We sent it up to actively cannibal- 
ize our delivery business, and it has 
had no effect on the delivery volumes 
of any one of our restaurants,” Bililies 
says. But now we have a fifth restau- 
rant that does about twice the delivery 
as any one of our others.” 

Souvla has another advantage, 
which is that its sandwiches travel 
well. Although his opinion is by no 
means objective, Bililies maintains that 
its salads improve with a bit of wait 
time because the cold yogurt and warm 
meat commingle with the kale. Even 
the items he thought would result in 
widespread dissatisfaction, like frozen 
yogurt, have held their own. 

“We were initially talking about not 
making them available, and we came 
to the realization that if you want fries 
delivered or frozen yogurt delivered, 
we re not in a position to say no and 
deny the guest,” he says. “More impor- 
tantly, there’s the broad expectation if 
you want it delivered, it’s going to bea 
little melted. If you want fries, there’s 
the expectation that they’re going to 
be a little cold. People still order fries 
and frozen yogurt from us with a great 
degree of frequency, and the ones I 
talk to have a bit of a routine: They get 
the delivery, the frozen yogurt goes 
into the freezer, and the fries go onto 
a sheet pan under the broiler. They eat 
the sandwich, and life is good. That’s 
kind of how we managed to walk that 
fine line.” 


The Future of Food 

Everyone wants to push buttons. In 
that sense, working with Cloud Kitch- 
en could become a new pathway to 
ever-more-expensive brick-and-mortar 
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restaurants, the way food trucks were 
10 years ago. Should Cloud Kitchen 
succeed, working with Travis Kalanick 
could once again be a boost to people’s 
careers — assuming, that is, that all 
his unsavory practices and hostility to 
women are a thing of the past. ‘The al- 
lure of real-time feedback is strong. 

“Any real chef is going to want to 
cook for people and get to say, ‘Hey, 
how did you like dinner?” Mesnick 
says. Conversely, it could merely 
undercut existing delivery-based 
businesses until it’s the only game in 
town. “UberEats is highly successful 
in the middle of the country. Anybody 
who delivers a lot of food needs to ask, 
‘How am I going to get a fleet of cars 
and car insurance?’ ” 

But this doesn’t fully contextualize 
the effects of idling or haphazardly 
parked cars on the cityscape as few- 
er and fewer people venture out for 
the intangibly beneficial face-to-face 
contact of eating out. Delivery might 
enliven even as it deadens, but not in 
preferable ways. 





Like the viral image of that 
UberEats courier using the toilet with 
the branded delivery bag clearly visible 
under the stall, nothing is ideal. And all 
of this takes place against the backdrop 
of coronavirus fears. In all likelihood, 
novel coronavirus won't decimate the 
population and reorder whole social 
systems the way bubonic plague did, 
but low-grade panic in an era of media 
hyper-saturation probably won’t aid 
an industry that began reeling from 
widespread cancellations within hours 
of the city declaring a public-health 
emergency over COVID-19. Of course, 
if ghost kitchens evade regulatory 
scrutiny indefinitely, all it takes is for 
one highly publicized incident for the 
health premium of ordering in to evap- 
orate overnight. 

Delivery hasn't exploded just be- 
cause of the convenience factor. You 
can’t even chalk it up to generational 
shifts whereby city-dwellers under 40 
are more affluent and more prone to 
bingeing Hulu than getting wasted 
every night. The steadily rising costs to 
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operating a brick-and-mortar restau- 
rant simply meant that “going out 
to eat in a mid-scale, not-too-fancy, 
neighborhood restaurant is going to be 
twice as expensive as you recall from a 
number of years ago,’ Bililies says. “It’s 
almost like a utility that people come 
to expect in a city like San Francisco.” 
But even the idea of a utility of a 
boring cornerstone of daily life — the 
least-sexy Monopoly properties, if you 
will — isn’t what it used to be even 
five years ago, either. Cord-cutting has 
reduced the primacy of cable, and our 
venerable electric company is teetering 
on the verge of nonexistence. Whatev- 
er the future of the virtual restaurant 
as a concept, the verdict for any given 
brand is likely to be the same as our 
typical response to a blandly satisfying 
summer blockbuster that feels like 
all the other reboots and gets the job 
done: It delivers.

Anyone alive in the 1960s and’70s 


who wore blue jeans knew that the best 
pants around were Levi's. They had the 
look, the feel, and the cachet that told ev- 
eryone — whether wearer or onlooker 
— that your pants were fucking cool. Hell, 
John Lennon wore Levi's. So did Andy 
Warhol and Harvey Milk. And when that 
era gave way to other eras, the jeans were 
still cool to wear, which is why Steve Jobs 
craved them — and why Levi Strauss & 
Co. was ecstatic to send the Apple CEO 
as many gratis pairs as he wanted. 

If you didn’t already know these 
facts, you'd quickly learn them if you 
went to the Contemporary Jewish 
Museum’s new exhibit, “Levi Strauss: 
A History of American Style.” But wait, 
you might say: What does “Jewish” 
have to do with the clothing favored by 
both those in the counterculture and 
the culture at large? Well, everything 
and nothing. It’s unlikely that those 
who wore and still wear Levi's prod- 
ucts — whether jeans, shirts, shoes, or

jackets — bought the brand because 
its founder was a 19th-century Jew- 
ish-American immigrant. They might 
not even know that fact. But to those 
who care about the origins of things, 
“Levi Strauss: A History of American 
Style” will be a knockout of an exhibit 
because it gets into the nitty-gritty of 
the San Francisco jeans company and 
its founder — and there’s a lot of nit- 
ty-gritty to go around. 

For one thing, it’s something of a 
miracle that Levi Strauss even found 
his way to San Francisco from the 
German region of Bavaria. In the early 
1800s, the German government im- 
posed the Judenedikt (Jew law), which 
forbade Jews like Levi's dad, a peddler, 
from passing on his profession to his 
sons. After Levi’s dad died, other an- 
ti-Semitic restrictions prompted Levi's 
mom to take the family, including 
17-year-old Levi, to New York in 1847, 
after which Levi made his way to San 
Francisco and set up Levi Strauss & 
Co. — but it was the year 1873 that ac- 
counts for Levi's global legacy and ac- 
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counts for the birth of blue jeans. That 
was the year a Reno tailor asked Levi 
Strauss & Co. to partner on work pants 
that featured rivets, which would make 
the pants stronger and more durable. 
Their patent led to the first Levi's blue 
jeans, and a still-expanding history of 
product milestones and cultural associ- 
ations that ensure the company’s pants 
and other items are popular. 

This pop-culture connection is one 
of the exhibit’s highlights, so we see 
the actual Levi’s leather jacket that 
Albert Einstein wore in the 1930s, 
including for a cover photo in Time 
magazine. We see a mannequin with 
the same Harvey Milk t-shirt and jeans 
that the San Francisco supervisor wore 
in the 1970s. And we see the kind of 
Levi's clothing that Dr. Dre and Ice 
Cube wore in the 1980s as they helped 
establish hiphop as a new generation’s 
preeminent music. It’s all a reminder 
of blue jeans’ appeal — not just the 
appeal of Levi's, but the appeal of blue 
jeans in general. 

Thousands of companies now make

blue jeans, so Levi’s no longer has a 
monopoly on their place in the culture. 
In fact, you'd be hard-pressed to find 
people outside the United States who 
connect blue jeans just to Levi's. 

If there’s a big hole in the Levi 
Strauss exhibit, it’s in the lack of global 
perspective on the wearing (and mak- 
ing) of blue jeans. In the timeline that 
introduces the exhibit, we learn about 
East German youth who wore Levi's 
and other jeans as they celebrated the 
Berlin Wall’s fall in 1989. But there’s 
not much else about contemporary, 
international links to Levi’s. Which is 
too bad since more people today wear 
blue jeans outside the United States 
than here. And more people work in 
factories abroad that produce Levi's 
jeans than produce them here in the 
United States, as indicated by Levi’s 
own public listings of its factories. As 
it is, the exhibit celebrates the success 
of Levi Strauss & Co. as a U.S. immi- 
grant’s dream story. 

And in that story is Levi Strauss’ 
philanthropy. He was an active part 
of San Francisco’s Jewish community, 
and he gave big when he was alive 
— participating in the practice of 
tzedakah, which as the exhibit notes is 
“the Jewish duty to help those in need 
as a means of spreading justice in the 
world.” That’s a beautiful connection to 
make in an exhibit that highlights so 
much else. 

What the exhibit conveys best is the 
utter joy that people — famous or not 
— have when they wear blue jeans that 
are stylish, comfortable, and make the 
wearer feel good. Levi Strauss perfect- 
ed that feeling. 


A Must-See Quilt Retrospec- 
tive at BAMPFA 


Who was Rosie Lee Tompkins, and 
why is she getting a major retrospec- 
tive at BAMPFA 14 years after her 
death? Because Tompkins deserves 
much wider recognition outside the art 
and quilt circles where she is known. 
Tompkins’ quilts and other assem- 
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blages — first made when she was in 
middle age, after moving from the 
American South to the East Bay city 
of Richmond — are full of mosaic-like 
and collage-like patterns, but also full 
of mosaic-like and collage-like ideas. 
You don’t just see stitches of fabric 
in Tompkins’ artwork but stitches of 
thoughts about art, about politics, 
and about societal issues, as in the 
1996 quilt that includes different U.S. 
flags, a panorama of three assassinated 
American leaders (John F. Kennedy; 
Martin Luther King, Jr; and Robert 
Kennedy), sideways and upside-down 
female dancers, and sports references. 
Tompkins also put personal ref- 
erences and religious references into 
her art, which BAMPFA curators have 
decoded — and which make the quilts 
a series of revelations about someone 
who was loathe to reveal herself pub- 
licly. Tompkins was the pseudonym of 
Effie Mae Howard, and her quilts were 
part of a massive collection of Afri- 
can-American-made quilts that collec- 
tor Eli Leon’s estate gave to BAMPFA. 
The exhibit is enriched by Tompkins’ 
range of work. And some quilts — like 
the untitled 1986 work with velvet, 
velveteen, and faux fur — are patterns 
of such alluring shapes and fabric that 
you want to take them off the wall and 
use them for what they could still be: 
As quilts you put in a room that is all 
your own.

hasn't evolved past its life as a staged 
reading. Her noble intention is to docu- 
ment a humanitarian crisis rather than 
to dramatize it. The actors seldom react 
to each other. Instead, they’re burdened 
with pages of expository prose. Ecer in- 
forms the audience about the terrible 
conditions in the migrant slums that 
have been built outside of Istanbul, but 
most of the action takes place off stage. 
It’s amemory play recited by solipsistic 
ghosts. The story Ecer wants to tell 
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would work well as a piece of long-form 
journalism or as a novel (such as Rohin- 
ton Mistry’s A Fine Balance). But in this 
iteration, the story is dramatically inert. 
The play’s three plotlines eventually 
converge but to get there the actors 
rarely connect. They often, maddening- 
ly, look past each other to address the 
audience directly. By directing them 
to do so, the relationships between 
the characters never develop. They’re 
interrupted by extensive monologues 
that are, in total, difficult to download 
and then wholly absorb. And when the 
characters aren’t asking the audience

to sympathize with their plights, a 
reality TV host keeps popping up and 
into view. 

That host, Sultane (Ayla Yarkut), is 
dressed like a bedazzled genie who’s 
been let loose from her lamp. The first 
time we meet her it’s via a projection 
on a makeshift screen at the back of 
the stage. Her face appears like one of 
Picasso’s Cubist demoiselles, distorted 
and assembled at odd angles. She may 
be Turkey’s answer to Oprah Winfrey, 
granting the deserving poor’s wishes, 
but the glamour turns out to be, not 
unexpectedly, only skin deep.

because that’s how Ecer has overdeter- 
mined their fates — not because their 
relationship registers as something 
vital and real. There’s a void in the 
center of the play where these two 
innocents exist. We learn that Azad 
wants to leave the slum for the West. 
And while that seems fine to Tamar, 
she appears to be more concerned with 
what’s happening on Sultane’s show 
every afternoon than in escaping from 
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their straitened circumstances. As dra- 
matic inventions, they’re flat. Generic 
orphans in need of a miracle. 

Meanwhile, the ghosts of their dead 
parents circle Tamar and Azad. They 
have come to tell their origin story. 
Bilo (Lijesh Krishnan) and Dilsha (So- 
fia Ahmad) moved to the slum from 
the countryside. They wanted a better 
life despite the family warnings against 
the idea. Kibele (Olivia Rosaldo-Pratt) 
is a gypsy woman who befriends Dilsha 
there. Both of them are pregnant at 
the same time (although the play- 
wright curiously omits any mention of 
Kibele’s partner). 

The slum is adjacent to the city’s 
smelly garbage dump. There’s nothing 
ideal about the sheds they live in and, 
as migrants, they’re not allowed into 
the city proper. Bilo’s great hope to 
improve their situation is the newly 
built factory nearby. The good news 
is there’ll be plenty of jobs for all. The 
bad news: it manufactures poison. 

All three actors credibly present the 
parents’ stories and, given so much of 
their histories, begin to inhabit them. 

But in comparison with The Jungle, 
Joe Murphy and Joe Robertson’s play 
that the Curran produced last year, 
Ecer’s series of harrowing anecdotes 
feels shapeless. The Jungle is also set in 
a migrant camp with characters who 
are undergoing similar experiences of 
intolerance, poverty, displacement, 
and hunger. But Murphy and Robert- 
son placed us in the camp. They forced 
us to look up close at the migrants’ 
specific struggles. On the Periphery 
leaves the audience right where the 
title says we are, on the outside, from 
a great emotional remove, peering in 
from a distance.

Trauma

In Don’t Eat the Mangoes, there’s 
a cleansing. Following a storm in Puerto 
Rico and the revelation of family secrets, 
three women hold hands over burning 
sage, and sound — children laughing, a 
bedtime story — rushes through the 
stage. Don’t Eat the Mangoes follows sis- 
ters Ismelda, Yinoelle, and Wichaina 
family drama that mirrors the colonialist 
relationship the United States has with 
Puerto Rico. 

“It poured out of me in a fever- 
ish rage dream,” says Ricardo Pérez

Gonzalez, the playwright of Don’t Eat 
the Mangoes. Pérez Gonzalez penned 
the first scene about seven years ago. 
Years later and with some help from 
the Sol Project, an initiative that pro- 
motes Latinx playwrights, Don’t Eat 
the Mangoes had its world premiere at 
Magic Theatre. 

It’s a special moment for San Fran- 
cisco, according to director David Men- 
dizabal, considering that there tends to 
be a “coastal divide, especially among 
Latinx stories” in theater. 

“When we think of Latinx stories 
on the West Coast, we think of Chica- 


no and Mexican stories,” Mendizabal 
says. And when we look at stories on 
the East Coast, we think of more Ca- 

ribbean stories.” 

“What’s really unique is the oppor- 
tunity to bring this play by this Puerto 
Rican playwright that takes place in 
Puerto Rico about this Puerto Rican 
family to the Bay,’ Mendizabal says. 

Creating this play was deeply per- 
sonal for Pérez Gonzalez, and at times, 
harrowing. Don’t Eat the Mangoes 
draws upon legacies of familial abuse, 
in particular a story about a bisabuela 
in Pérez Gonzalez’s family who shares

a similar experience with one of the 
women in the play. 

“T actually did find myself 100 per- 
cent being re-traumatized during re- 
hearsal,” Pérez Gonzalez says. “I had to 
snap myself out of it several times.” 

But Pérez Gonzalez points out that 
revisiting these sites of trauma can 
also be healing. “It’s a double-edged 
thing,” he says. “Just doing it was an 
act of exorcism.” 

Reliving traumatic stories on stage 
can be a fraught experience, one that’s 
consistently demanded of women and 
people of color. Mendizabal points out 
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that in Don’t Eat the Mangoes, the heal- 
ing process takes center stage. 

“In many ways this play is about 
trauma and the patriarchy, but that’s 
just the tip of the iceberg,” Mendizabal 
says. I think what [Pérez Gonzalez] 
is really trying to say was resilience 
and this sisterhood really provides the 
tools to begin the healing process.” 

Finding the balance and tension be- 
tween “the horrific and hilarious” plays 
an important role. “In every scene 
there’s a murder weapon,” Mendizabal 
says. But there’s also humor and joy in 
the most surprising circumstances. 

“I firmly believe that humor is a 
necessary tool for healing. It’s a nec- 
essary tool for us to open our hearts 
and to feel more deeply,” says Pérez 
Gonzalez. “It’s a necessary tool for this 
play.” 

All of these layers — the traumatic 
legacies left by imperialist powers on 
Puerto Rico or by cycles of familial 
abuse, the loving dynamics between 
sisters who can seem harsh on the sur- 
face — can be traced back to the very 
first scene of Don’t Eat the Mangoes. 

It’s the very first scene Pérez Gonzalez 
wrote for the play, and it’s almost en- 
tirely in Spanish, something key to the 
creators. 

“A lot of Spanish isn’t translated 
directly, and we realized that could be 
alienating for some audiences,” Men- 
dizabal says. “And I think we’re okay 
with saying that this is not your world. 
However, you can see yourself in it.”

Joy's Cafe has been around 
since 2013, and it's alovely 
respite from a busy downtown.

Sandwiches are seriously under- 
rated. They’re so mundane that they feel 
almost insignificant when you're faced 
with an entire city’s worth of lunch op- 
tions. They’re never anyone's first 
thought when considering life-changing 
food. 

But a sandwich done right is excel- 
lent, satisfying in ways only layers of 
crispy, fresh lettuce and creamy mayo 
can be. Now imagine adding bulgogi, 
one of the best things to have hap- 
pened to beef in its culinary history, 
to a sandwich. It’s incredible, and it’s 
exactly what Joy’s Place, a Tenderloin 
cafe that’s been open since 2013, does. 

Joy’s Place is exactly what its name 
would suggest: It’s a space that just

cause Joy’s Place is a quiet respite from 
the rest of hectic downtown. There’s 
gentle instrumental music, and every- 
one is typically studying or reading 
while sipping on lattes. 

Aside from your basic espresso 
menu, Joy’s Place also offers a sugary 
sweet green tea latte ($5) and citron 
honey tea ($3.50), which I definitely 
recommend iced if you want some- 
thing refreshing. Generous spoonfuls 
of yuja marmalade go into a cup with 
water and ice. (Yuja marmalade is a 
thick, syrup-like citrus preserve that 
you can buy by the jar at your local 
Korean grocery store.) It’s all swirled 
around for a really tasty and tart drink, 
with delicious strands of yuja peel 
sitting at the bottom for you to chew 
and eat. 

Of course, the bulgogi sandwich 
($9.95) I mentioned earlier is definite- 


chicken sandwich ($9.95) instead. It’s 
decently hot and oozing with sauce. 
Joy’s Place also carries a window dis- 
play of pretty desserts, including fruit 
tarts ($6.95) with sturdy shortbread 
crusts, laden with kiwi, mango, and 
strawberries. There’s also a strawberry 
shortcake ($6.95) with strawberry slic- 
es all around its edges and a cold and 
creamy filling. 

These desserts are a far cry from 
what Joy’s Place used to do — honey 
toast, waffles with ice cream, red bean 
shaved ice. But they changed their 
menu last year, with both good and 
bad news. Yes, there are less dessert 
options, but you can find honey toast 
and shaved ice at numerous Asian 
dessert cafes in San Francisco. I don’t 
know if you'll be able to find a bulgogi 
sandwich as perfectly constructed as 
Joy’s Place though. In all its melting 
goodness, it’s a must-stop on your dai- 
ly lunch break.

Nitra Offers the Progressive 





Trance Music Her Homeland Loves 


The obsessed DJ is a frontrunner in Slovakia’s race to play musical catch-up.

Bearing in mind that Czechoslo- 
vakia was under Soviet rule until 1989, 
and Slovakia only gained independence 
in 1993 separating from the now Czech 
Republic in what was dubbed the “Velvet 
Divorce,’ it’s not surprising that the na- 
tion has been playing musical catch-up a 
little bit. Consider the restricted access 
to Western art prior to ’89, and it’s amaz- 
ing how quickly things have developed, 
particularly regarding electronic music. 

But develop they have. There’s a 
Slovakian scene that includes cele- 
brated producer Jimmy Pé, trance DJ 
Driftmoon, and eclectic artist FVL- 
CRVM. Add Nifra to that growing list. 
The woman born as Nikoleta Frajkor- 
ova was 16 when she started to create 
music. 

“At that time I discovered the DAW 
[Digital Audio Workstation] Fruity 
Loops, and I could totally get lost in it 
and completely forget about the time 
trying to figure out the software and 
how to actually make a track,” Nifra 
says. I had no internet so it was all by 
intuition. It all started as a hobby, ora 
better way to say it: obsession. I think 
to succeed in the music industry you 
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have to be completely obsessed with 
what you are doing and that has to 
come naturally.” 

From that point on, all Nifra want- 
ed to do was make music. “Obsession” 
is the right word — her art occupied 
all of her time as she remained remark- 
ably focused. 

“There was nothing else that caught 
my interest more than the world of 
DJs, nightclubs, events,” she says. “I 
love making my own music and to be 
on stage, I feel home there. So from 
the get-go I knew I will never give 
up chasing this dream and I’m glad I 
didn’t because after a couple of years, 
things started to change for real.” 

Nifra’s sound is best described as 
progressive trance music — pulsating 
and energetic, but also hypnotic and 
entrancing. Back home in Slovakia, she 
says, the people love trance. 

“T haven't been living in my home 
country all together for 10 years, I 
think, but I do play there two to three 
times a year,’ she says. “They love 
trance music! I have a huge following 
there and the crowd is always wild on 
the shows, so whenever I have a gig 
there I know it’s going to be worth it. 
You wouldn't believe it but the most 
successful producers from Slovakia

are all trance-oriented like Reorder or 


Driftmoon.” 

Nifra has released a number of 
tracks and remixes up to now, mainly 
on Markus Schulz’s Coldharbour label 
but also via Armada. July 2019 saw the 
release of her own debut CD, Follow 
Me. It was, she says, her biggest project 
so far. That studio work translates to a 
great show when she’s out on tour. 

“I mean you could look at it this way 
— touring is the result of the hours 
you spend in studio producing your 
tracks, because without it you can’t 
make it as an international touring 
artist,” she says. “When it comes to 
the actual show prep, it’s always good 
to have some kind of an idea what 
crowd I’m going to play for and select- 
ing tracks that could be potentially 
dropped. And sometimes, you just 
change things up and play it by ear — 
depends on the vibe.” 

It’s working. Nifra’s buzz is among 
the loudest in the trance world, and 
the lush vibes at her shows are prac- 
tically tangible. After a decade in the 
game, she knows how to hold a crowd 
in the palm of her hand — how to 
select the right tracks and create the 
perfect atmosphere. 

“When you are doing this for so 


long, in my case for over 10 years since 
the very, very beginning, you just 

keep on going and not looking back,” 
she says. “But when I do look back the 
evolution has been quite significant. I 
used to be a very shy girl in my teenage 
years and that’s not the best quality 
for a performing artist. Ha! But trav- 
eling around the world and playing 
countless clubs and festivals made me 
super confident in what I do and also 
as a person. I want to be as good at my 
craft as I can be and to make a differ- 
ence for women in the trance genre.” 
Last year, she was nominated in the 
International Dance Music Awards 
(IDMA) in the category “Best Female 
Trance Artist” for the first time, and 
she was nominated this year as well. 

Nifra continues to make huge 
strides for female DJs and producers 
in the electronic music world, which 
can still be full of misogyny. In terms 
of her work, her gender is largely irrel- 
evant — she’s simply a great artist. See 
for yourself at Audio this week. 

“T love the States,“ she says. “I’ve 
been a regular visitor since 2014 and 
I’ve done an insane amount of shows 
there. I have a nice history with the 
San Francisco Bay Area especially, 
because I played Audio in 2016 asa 
support act on Markus Schulz’s Watch 
the World tour, and people could also 
see me at POP NYE in 2016 at Oracle 
Arena, Ruby Skye, and The Midway last 
year as well.” 

Nifra says that she'll be dropping 
new tunes at Audio — some that have 
been released and others that were 
only recently finished. After that she’ll 
be finishing her North American tour, 
then returning home to finish her de- 
but album. 2020, she says, will be big. 
Of that we have no doubt.
